For some time Secretary Clokey of the 


board of trade, has been in correspondence 
with 
the St. Lawrence 
Manufacturing 


company of Gouveiicur, N. Y., relative to 
the establishment by them of a factory in 
this city. Yesterday Mr. Clokey recelvec 
specimens of the work turned out by thl 
factory and they are now on exhibition a 
the establishment of E. G. Allen & Bro. on 
East Wood street, and consist of a wagoi 
and a disc harrow. Farmers are all inter 
ested in good machinery and in (rood Vehi 
cles, and they should not fail to investigate 
the many merits of the article now on exhi 
bition. 
The wagon is sknown as the Cor- 


bin wagon and has many improvements 
that will commend themselves to teamster, 
and farmers. 
The coupling is made behim 


the hounds, instead of at the front axle, as 
in most wagons. 
In other words the coup 


ling pole is of two pieces, and the jimctior 
is made behind tlie hounds. 
The hind bo] 


ster is on rollers, which, together with the 
double-jointed pole, allows the wagon to he 
tnrned around within a circle of six feet. 
This is a great convenience, if one happened 
to get into close quarters. The tongue also 
is a curiosity in its way, light, yet service- 
able, and so arranged that there is absolutely 
no weight on the horses' necka. The double- 
trees do not rest on the tongue at all, bu' 
behind it. 


The maker ol the wagon is also the in- 


ventor of tlie disc harrow, and all other 
manufacturers of disc harrows are now com 
pel led to pay a royalty to Mr. Corbin, The 
harrow now here is full of good points, and 
sharp edges; 
it 
pulveri/.es the ground 


thoroughly, makes it mellow,kills weeds and 
all other obnoxious vegetation and put 
the ground in far better condition than a 
plowing and harrowing will. It is war- 
ranted to harrow up the ground much after 
the fashion, desire for the peistoffice, har- 
rows up the soul of a republican place 
seeker, and is spoken of very highly by 
those who know a disc harrow from a 
bicycle. 


It is the wish o£ the manufacturers, and 


of Mr. CloUey, that farmers thoroughly in- 
vestigate these specimens, and if the ver- 
dict be favorable, and it certainly cannot be 
very unfavorable, tlie location of a factory 
for the manufacture of the goods may be 
secured for Decatur.
